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EXCISE REPORT ON ADULTERATION. 
It appears from the third annual report of the Com- 
missioners of Inland Revenue, which has just been 
printed, that although the practice of adulteration has 
been considerably diminished by the exertions of that 
department, several articles of large consumption, par- 
ticularly beer, tea, and pepper are still sophisticated to 
an extent to amply warraut the legislature in passing | 
Mr. Scholfield’s bill for the prevention of the practice. 
The low price of hops during the last year diminished to 
some extent the inducement to adulterate beer. The 
introduction of grains of paradise into beer is, in some 
parts of England, still persisted in, particularly in the 
inidland counties, where the practice has for matry year: 
been very prevalent among the small brewers, This 
species of fraud can generally be detected and procot of 
its commission established by the local supervisors and 
officers ; and it is only occasionally that samples are 
sent to the laboratory for analysis. During the year 
1858, eleven samples of spent hops were examined ; of 


these, nine contained grains of paradise, and one 
ground chicory, the other being genuine. Mr. 
Phillips, chemist to the board, states that it 


is very difficult by chemical analysis of beer to 
establish the fact of adulteration with that clearness 
and certainty which are necessary to ensure a convit- 
tion, and that it is only by detecting the brewer or re- 
tailer in the act of adulterating his beer, or by discover- 
ing in his possession prohibited ingredients, that lie 
can, in most cases, be brought to justice. During 1853, 
41 samples of roasted grain were examined in the labora - 
tory, of which 32, or 78°0 per cent were illegal. In 
addition to these, a large number of samples were ¢x- 
amined on the premises of brewers and dealers. IN 
samples of unronsted grain, 12 of which, or 66°6 per 
cent, were illegal, were also examined. During the 
year 1858 only four samples of tea were examined at 
the laboratory, two of which were adulterated. ‘The falsi- 
fication of these samples, however, had evidently not 
taken place in this country. ‘There can be no doubt that 
a very,large quantity of adulterated tea is sold in the Uni- 
ted Kingdom ; but the adulteration is, in nearly every case 
effected before importation ; and so long as spurious 
tea is allowed to pass int:» consumption by simply pay- 
ing the import duties, it will be impossible to protect 
either the revenue or the public from the frand 
in question.

We have had a debate in Parliament and a leading 
article in the Moniteur concerning our National 
Defences. The speakers in Parliament were agreed 
as to the principle although they differed respecting 
details. Portsmouth, Woolwich, Chatham, and 
- several of our other arsenals and dockyards are to be 
fortified on the best and most scientific plan, so as to meet 
effectively the improvements in modern artillery. A 
commission is to be appointed to examine into the 
best method. Three or four millions will complete 
the work, and then, with a good fleet and loyal seamen, 
we can smile at the threats of any or all powers. 
No nation can take offence because we build 
batteries on our shores. We but imitate our im- 
mediate neighbours.

It is satisfactory to see that the Ladies’ i 
sociation is obtaining recognition as the coa Á sá 
stitution that it certainly is. It was introduced to the 
world by its first aga meeting on “Thursday last, 
When its aims and merits were enlarged upon by 

Shaftesbury, Mr. Kingsley, Mr. Milnes, and 
others whose testimony is of great weight. In fact, 
the only question about such an association is whe- 
ther it is well condacted; for the time is past for ques- 
tioning the evidence of a vast amount of preventible 
mortality, especially among children, from the igno- 
rance of Woman, or the obvious expediency of that 
ignorance being removed by the agency of women. 
Onecan hardly walk through any street in London 
or any other town, on any day in the year, without wit- 
nessing bad management in things which nearly con- 
cearn health and life. We see little infants doubled up 
in the arms of children not much bigger than themselves, 
or set to walk on bowed and crooked ankles, from 
being put on their feet too soon. We see people of 

‘ages eating and drinking unwholesome things. 
and dressed in all ways but those adapted for health 
and comfort. Leaving to the Health-officer the con- 
sideration of undrained and ill-ventilated dwellings, we 
see signs wherever we go, of bad domestic management 
as to the cleaning drying, and airing of the house and 
the washing and exercise of the children, The ecsoking 
is bad, or entirely omitted ; and the family are eating 
dry bread inthe streets, or have deficient or disagreeable 
or extravagant meals at home. Nobody donbts the ex- 
istence of these evils; nobody defends them; every- 
body wishes them cured ; and if asked, everbody would 
say that well-informed women are the right people to 
remedy this branch of popular ignorance. To do this 
is, we see by the Programme, the object of the Ladies’ 
Sanitary Association 

One highly useful part of the instruction given at the 
Borough-road Training School is that by which young 
teachers are prepared for the accidents which often hap- 
pen when a considerable number of people are assem- 
bled. ‘The future schoolmistresses have been taught 
what to do in case of a person or a place catching 
fire;—what to do in case of a bad cut, or other 
hurt;—how to obviate and restrain panics among 
children;—how to preserve their own and other 
people’s composure in times of alarm, and on 

occasions of danger. This is excellent, and so is 
Miss Coutts’s plan of teaching common things, first to her 
teachers, and through them to her scholars. These 
things, and mnch more, come within the scheme of the 
Ladies’ Sanitary Association, who have taken in hand the 
project of rectifying the personal habits of the people, as 
far as they affecc the life and health of the family and 
the individual. ‘The improvement can be wrought only 
by knowledge ; and this knowledge the members pro- 
pose to afford in the most effectual way. 

The objects were originally four ;---1st, to establish 
institutions in which teachers of the working classes 
may ve gratuitously instructed on subjects relating 
to health, so that future generations of school-girls may 
be better fitted than the present for domestic duty. In- 
struction to governesses and other ladies,and to nursery- 
maids, is included in this part of the plan ; and it is hoped 
in time to provide for the reception of some orphan child- 
ren, to afford a practical illustration of good sanitary 
training. The second object set down is theissue of sim- 
ple familiar tracts on such as the management. of infants, 
the value of air, of light, of excercise ; the mischief of 
quack medicines, of tight lacing, of perambulators, of 
improper food and insufficient sleep, &c. Among these 
tracts we observe one suggestive title—‘* Where are 
the Brontes, and why are they there?” Another 
is on the “Ill health of Englishwomen ; its 
“causes, consequences, and prevention.” Another 
we are glad to see, on “Swimming.” The 
third object ig the establishment of lending 
libraries of interesting books on subjects con- 
nected with health ; and the fourth, the delivery 
of popular lectures on the same topics. Other 
objects were sure to arise out of such a scheme, or to be- 
come connected with it. The institution is now asso- 
ciated with the Englishwoman’s Journal, in which topics 
interesting to our _ industrial country-women are 
discussed: and the combination is now to be further 
improved by the junction of a Cooking School established 
by a benevolent lady, and about to be removed to these 
headquarters. ‘There, women of any rank may obtain 
instruction in the art of cookery from qualified 
teachers—from the young lady “who desires 
to keep house withas much skill and knowledge as 


nee

man’s home. Reform in dress is scarcely less impor- 
tant where thousands of children are swathed about 
their bodies, and fettered in limb, and women are 
pinched in the waist, luaded with garments which do 
not depend from the shoulders, and exposed to sun 
and rain in the tenderest part of the head ; and the 
members of the Association are now, we are told, sup- 
plying patterns of natural dress to all parts of the 
kingdom.

San,—*“A fair days work for a fair day’s pay” isa rule 
in all manufacturing districts; and that “the labourer .is 
worthy of his hire,” is a principle which, established by 
high authority, has received universalacceptance, I do 
not see by what code of justice the workhouse labourer 
should be singled out as having no participation in 
either the principleor the rule. Heis a poor workman 
who does not earn his food, and ifit be clear he earns 
more than this, it is but fair and honest he should enjoy 
to however small an extent, the benefit of his industry.

INTRODUCTION OF THE RAREY SYSTEM INTO THE BR! 
TISH CAvALRY.— The commission appointed by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief to investigate Mr. Rarey's system o 

managing horses has reported :—“1. “That Mr. Rarey’s 
system is effective in subduing vice if it naturally exists, 
and in eradicating that vice which is produced by fear 
or mismanagement, and in accelerating the breaking of 
young horses, and very much diminishing the chance of 
a young horse not naturally vicious acquiring vice in the 
process of breaking. 2. That being founded, with the 
exception of the first process of casting, on the system of 
gentleness and humanity, and encouraging confidence 
rather than fear, it recommends itself to all the better 
feelings of the man, as well as the animal, and is likely 
to produce excellent results in that point of view. 3 
For all veterinary operations in which it might 
be necessary to secure a horse from doing 
an injury tothe operator and himself, the board are oi 
opinion that no method they know of in present use of 
casting and securing a horse is so good as that of Mr. 
Rarey.. The board however, are not prepared to say 
that in every case, indiscriminately, they consider that 
the process of casting a young horse should be adopted, 
thinking that when time allows, a horse, by skilful and 
gentle treatiuent, might be trained to all that Mr. Rarey 
teaches without previous casting ; though, undoubtedly, 
his method, if adopted, renders that, nearly a 
certainty in a very short period, which might take a 
long time to effect under any other known system. 4. 
The board are not prepared to say that horses once 
trained under Mr. Rarey’s system will not, if subse- 
quently mismanaged or neglected, return to former 
vicious habits, or acquire new ones. But the same 
sysiem is at hand to subdue them, Neither do they 
| think that, though horses trained on Mr. Rarey’s 
system may be more docile, have more confidence in their 
riders, and be less liable to commit errors than horses 
broken by the usual system, that they will, therefore, be 
perfect, and exempt from those sudden impulses which 
occasionally disturb the rider. 5. The board would ob 

serve that though Mr. Rarey’s system is very efficacious 
in breaking in the intellect ofa colt, and rendering him 
docile and willing to obey, it cannot supérsede the ne- 
cessity for the gradual -training of a colt to the 
performance of those duties which require pliability 
of the limb, and which can only be acquired 
by practice, and the aptitude for which differs very 
much in different horses. At the same time, they con- 
sider it will shorten and expedite the matter. The con- 
clusion to which the board arrives is, that Mr. Rarey’s 
system is a good one. That it would be beneficially 
adopted and practised by the cavalry; and that to 
ensure the proper system being carried out, it would be 
advisab'e that Mr. Rarey should be employed to teach 
the system to certain members of each regiment ; for, 
though the system may be explained by words or in 
writing, there is also required to carry it into execution 
a great degree of firmness and resolution, tempet 
and patience, and a manipulation that requires to be 
seen by, and taught to, most men to render it successful.” 
A Vesset Excrosep IN Icepercs, Quenrc, Jury 2. 
— Lhe following letter, from the Quebec Chronicle, con- 
tains a report of the Nyssia, which left this port in the 
month of May, for Liverpool :—* St John’s (N.F), June 
23. We were about 70 leagues from land, when we 
found ourselves surrounded with ice, with two vessels in 
company. We strove hard to get out of it, but in vain. 
On the morning of the 3rd a fresh breeze blew from the 
west ; the ice opened out, and we hoped to escape. At 
eight o’clock a.m, the wind began to blow furiously ; we 
sailed with resfed canvass; two men were stationed in 
the rigging, nn we might be able to choose the best 
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coast-guard ves: 

receiving volunteers for the navy, being, in the opinion of 
the Lord of the Admiralty, for active duty. 
She mounts 69 guns, and carries a complement ofabout 
500 seamen and marines, but is not “ fitted up” to that 
complement at the present time. She is well w ot 
a visit. The Wellington cutter also arrived in 
yesterday, for the same purpose. 

Loxpon Omnisvszs.---On the main Islington 
not far from Highbury-corner, just opposite Union Cha- 
pel, there is a stable-yard, at the entrance of which 
there are generally two or three “buses changing 
horses ; a board over it denotes that it is the stabling of 
the London Generel Omnibus Company. If we go up 
that yard we shall find we are in a vast square occupy- 
ing near twenty acres of ground, and running as far 
back as the Liverpool road. To the right of ms, are 
enormous stables, each stable containing forty . horses, 
all comfortably bedded down in straw, resting after their 
labours, and recruiting their strength for fresh ones. 
The horses do not work too hard, not more than three 
hours out of the twenty-four, and consume daily i8lbs. 
of corn, and 10lbs. of chaff. To each omnibus-—-with 
the exception of the few drawn by three horses, which 
have a dozen---there are ten horses attached---which are 
all numbered and the fullest particulars of which are 
entered in a book kept by the active and intelligent 
foreman of the yard. There is a horsekeeper to each 
set, who knows the times of his omnibus and acts ac- 
cordingly. In the middle of the yard is an immense 
ed, under which the omnibuses are drawn ut night 
and washed and cleaned for the next day. This washing 
isdone very easily. An enornious tank, holding 27,000 
gallons of water, supplics several tubs, against which 
each omnibus is piaced. There is a watchman, 
who comes on at nine at night, and receives the 
omnibuses as they come in, and ranges them 
in the order in which, on the following morning 
they will commenve their grin exits. At halt- 
past seven, the first omnibus leaves the yard, the next 
tollows eight minutes afterwards, and soon all the rest 
of the day. The omnibuses that commence early finish 
their day’s work about nine. Those who yo on duty 
later wait and bring home the pleasure seekers. return - 
ing from the theatres and exhibitions, and other pices 
of public resort. For the accommodation ot these iatte 
classes, extra omnibuses are required, Some of the om- 
nibuses, we must add, work early and late; but ther 
they have a good rest in the middle of the day. Itisa 
hard life that of an omnibus—citizens are apt to get fat, 
and stones are very trying. At a considerable expense 
every ‘bus must be-dune up and repainted and revar- 
nisl.ed every two years. The original cost of each 'bus 
is about £120. ‘Lhey are all built in the yard, of iron 
and good oak and ash. In one part of the premises, 
there is a steam-engine at work sawing wood, and turn- 
ing machinery. In another part there are ’ buses in all 
stages of developement—here a frame, there a complete 
body, and there one with wheels waiting for the varnish, 
and paint, and velvet cushions and plate glass, which 
shall make it differ from what it is now, as does Sappho, 
&c, 

Tur WEATHBR IN EnGLaAnp.—For the last forty-six 
years it has not been so hot in the metropolis as during 
the last fortnight. All at once we seem to have passed 
into a tropical climate. For two or three days there has 
been experienced a temperature equal tothat of lndia.— 
Several persons have been prostrated with sun-stroke, 
and perished during the week, and among others two 
poor little children, left in a perambulator by a careless 
nurse girl in the sun. ‘To follow the ordinary avoca- 
tion of life hag been a most weary and irksome task ; 


men, Women and children seemed almost to 
gasp for breath In the House of Commons, 
especially in the committee-rooms, which face 


the river, the temperature was something frightful, 
as every crevice through which air could be aximitted 
was stopped up, in order to exclude the pestiiastial 
odour of the Thames. In one of the courts of law the 
presiding judge could endure the heat no longer; he dashed 
his wig from his head, and invited the members of the 
bar to follow suit. In the country the effeet of the 
high temperature has been most marvellous. The crops, 
which ten days ago were quite green, are now ready for 
the sickle ; in fact, in many parts harvesting is in full 
operation, The most serious result of the hot weather, 
however, is to be found in the greatly increased rate of 
mortality, especially in the metropolis, during the week 
ending the 16th inst. The deaths in that week amounted 
tu 1,400; in the three previous weeks they had been re- 
spectively 970, 1,024, and 1,226. The average rate of 
mortality during the past ten years in the corresponding 
week was 1,100. The comparison, therefore, gives a 
most unfavourable result, as it shows that the dea hs 
in the present return are higher by 300 than the number 
which the average rate of mortality for the second week 
in July should have produced. Diarrhea has beeu 
unusually fatal.—Observer. 

ANTIDOTE TO Strrcunine.—Dr. Bewley, wishing to 
kill amangy cur, having read in Magendie’s “ Report 
on Strychnia,” that sixteenth of a grain will kill the 
largest dog, determined to make sure of this little 
animal by giving it aboút half a grain. But either 
Magendie’s statement was incorrect or the drug was 
adulterated, for at the end of tem minutes the dog, 
though suffering frightfully, was not dead.

THe Cause OF THE Peace.—In concluding an article 
under the head of “ The Emperors and Lord John,” the 
Saturday Review remarks :—‘The true case of the peace 
will probably be known at some future time.; The ex- 
planation addressed to the ES bodies of France fails 
to account for the curious Austrian allegation, that the 
terms imposed by the neutral powers would have more 
favourable to France than the conditions of the treaty 
itself.

King Theodorus. It is to be hoped that our new Minis- 
ter for Foreign Affairs will have his attention directed 
to this subject. Tigre and Gondar are intimately con- 
nected with Egypt, and such church-militant, filibuster- 
ing expeditions may have other objects besides that of 
forcibly converting the heretical Abyssinians.

AN ACT OF GALLANTRY. 

In the files of British American papers which have 
reached us, we find the following account of an action 
worthy of the name of Cochrane. The hero of it, the 
Hon, Ernest Cochrane, is youngest son of the Earl of 
Dundonald. He distinguished himself greatly by his bra- 
very in the Crimea, by his gallant daring as aide-de- 
camp of Sir H. Jones, in the attack on Sebastopol, and 
by saving the lives of two persons he won his lieute- 
nant’s rank. We subjoin the account of the Halifax 
newspaper, which shows that he possesses all that chival- 
rous courage which has made the names of his father 
and mother historical :— 

“ In common with the whole community we deeply 
regret the sad event which occurred on y, June 
29, casting a deep gloom over our city—the sudden and 
untimely death of Mr. John H. M‘Nab. As our read- 
ers are aware, amongst the celebrations in honour of the 
Queen’s coronation, a yacht race was appointed to take 
place at twelve o’clock—an incident in the day’s re- 
joicings that was looked forward to with a great deal of 
pleasure by a large number of our citizens. The race 
started in fine style, the weather being considered par- 
ticularly favourable; but scarcely five minutes elapsed 
when one of the boats, struck by a sudden squall, was 
seen to capsize, and sink almost immediately. The con- 
test was instantly abandoned, and the different yachts, as 
well as all other boats in the vicinity,hastened to the scene 
ofthe disaster. Those in Mr. John Wallace’s boat, on 
coming up, shoved off their boom to the first person they 
neared, who saved himself by clinging toit; at the same 
moment a rope was thrown toanother young man, who 
grasped it and was hauled in. The two young men thus 
saved were midshipmen belonging to the Indus. Another 

ntleman, Mr. Hardinge Stewart, of the Commissariat 

partment, was picked up, greatly exhausted, by Mr. 
Fishwick, who happened to be near in a small boat. 
While this was taking place, Mr. S. A. White's 
boat also reached the scene, and by the exertion of 
Mr. White and Mr. Jacob Miller the remaining two of 
the five who were on board the yacht when she was 
struck, were taken out of the water. These were 
the lamented deceased, Mr. M‘Nab, and the Hon. Ernest 
G. L. Cochrane (son of the Earl of Dundonald) 
whose noble and heroic conduct throughout the affair, 
is the theme of everybody’s praise and admiration. On 
finding that the boat was sinking, he first with great 
presence of mind called upon his companions to clear 
themselves from the rigging, and then asked if they all 
could swim. Mr. M‘Nab answered that he could not.— 
“ Then keep by me,” said Mr. Cochrane, “and I will save 
you.” Full 10 minutes elapsed before assistance reached 
them, during all which time, and thoughall but exhausted 
himself he never let go his charge. When the boat reached 
them the persons in her could see nothing of Mr. M‘Nab, 
and it was only on hauling in Mr. Cochrane, then 
in an insensible state, that they found he still retained 
a firm hold of his companion, although unfortunatel 
he was unable to keep his head out of the water. Mr. M‘N 
was taken on board the Indus, and every effort made by 
Dr. Donville and other medical gentlemen to restore ani- 
mation, but all too late—the vital spark had fled. He 
was a universal favourite, and his loss will be long felt 
and deplored by his fellow townsmen. With his berea- 
ved family we sincerely sympathise. It is impossible to 
listen without emotion to the accounts of Lieutenant 
Cochrane’s noble conduct by those who witnessed it, and 
the extent to which he risked his own life in attempting 
to save another’s ; and we believe that nothing would 
more gratify numbers of our citizens than to have the 
opportunity of manifesting their feelings in the only way 
possible, by contributing towards a testimonial of a 
suitable character to mark their appreciation of such an 
act of real heroism.” 


THE GATHERING OF THE “ICE CROP.” 

Before leaving Boston we had an opportunity of wit- 
nessing the modus operandi of getting in the “ ice crop,” 
as it is called. 

After making a most excellent breakfast at the Tre- 
mont House, we sallied forth into high spirits, and care- 
fully robed in Buffalo robes, coats, &c., the thermometer 
standing at twenty-three degrees below zero. Our party 
not being very numerous, a double sleigh and pair were 
provided, and away we went at a tremendous pace, the 
sleigh bells merrily jingling. 

After stopping at several places on the road we ar- 
rived at Fresh Pond, some few miles from Boston, a 
beautiful spot, and a great resort for pleasure-seekers 
during the summer months. 

The pond is several miles in extent, and was covered 
with one unbroken sheet of ice, varying from eighteen 
inches to two feet in thickress. 

The first operation in ice-cutting is to draw an air 
line from bank to bank through the centre of the pond ; 
this is effected by means of a wooden plough, having a 
sharp piece of iron in the centre, drawn by one horse. 
Parallel ‘lines are drawn two feet apart all over the 
surface, then other lines are drawn at right angles, 
forming cakes or slabs of four feet square, which 
gives the surface of the pond the gó rs SR of a huge 
draught board ; next, a curiously-shaped plough is used,

cakes of ice may be pushed to the furthermost end of 
the alley down the centre. There isa branch railway 
here, for the of carrying ice to Boston.

They adopt “ not only as an official duty 
but with ready assent,” their estimates, ascribing to 
them the “honour and the responsibility” of framing 
them; but at the same time blur the of their 
acknowledgments by a dark suspicion that some im- 
prudent financial system or other must have rendered 
them necessary. Mr. Disraeli’s speech was the first 
open stand against this unworthy maneeuvre; and 
the asperity of the Chancellor of the Exchequer’s re- 
ply only shows his wishfulness to have this system of 
suspicion and inuendo pass muster without question.

But the difficulty which met Mr. Dis- 
raeli at the outset of his career, was the prostrate 
condition ofa people, just reviving from the throes 
ofa desolating panic, and unable to meet large impe 
rial demands. tinder these circumstances, what w as 
- conduct of our prudent financier? He my no bur- 
thens upon a suffering and unwillin ple; in atime 
of aie he did not Tieappoitit hema the expected 
reduction in an oppressive war tax. He secured 
them a very important remission in the impost which 
they most dislike, and by his considerate treatment of 
a perplexing subject, did something to revive the 
waning confidence of the “aipe pod in the promises 
and predictions of Chancellors of the Exchequer. He 
did all this without any due subservience to popular 
favour, but with the most judicious foresight.and the 


‘| most deliberate anticipations, of possible contingencies 


and future necessities. He still secured income enough 
to meet the year’s expenditure, and the surplus which 
he contemplated has been exceeded. The £5,000,000, 
which interested and uncandid journalists call the 
“ deficit,” bequeathed to the present Chancellor, were 
nothing but the expenditure for extraordinary pur- 
poses which the feeling of the country demanded, 
which was required by engagements entered into in 
the highest patriotic spirit, and which the patriotism 
of the country is eager to redeem. 


COUNTS AND COUNTERFEITS. 
(From the Atheneum.) 

“ I cannot throw a plumb-stone out of a window,” said 
a traveller on the Continent, “ without risking to knock 
out the eye of a Count.” This was said in Paris, where 
he had just been compelled to pay a slight amende for 
thus unwittingly assaulting M. le Conte Charlemagne 
de Meringue. The scornful traveller went on to Ger- 
many, but there he found the matter worse. In a 
country where all the sons of a prince are princes, and 
where princes are as thick as leaves in Vallambrosa, he 
could scarcely touch a sleeve in a crowd without ruffling 
the plumage of a member of the /iirstliche house of 
Taugewenig. The disgusted traveller cut Christen- 
dom, and pitched his tent in the East. He had 
not been under its shadow for an hour ere he had 
to eject ‘therefrom an exceedingly loathsome men- 
dicant. The assault nearly cost him his life, for he had 
laid strong hand on the shoulder of Mahomed Aga, 
Lord Mahomed! Now, Agas in the East are even more 
plentiful than Esquires in England : the commonest ar- 
tizan, the sorest beggar is an Aga, and for an infidel to 
touch him is, in every sense of the word, a very unplea- 
sant thing—for the infidel. The traveller returned 
homeward, took Munich by the way, brought a va- 
riety of “undoubtedly original pictures,” and was so 
liberal, that an exceedingly gentlemanlike individual 
one day insinuatingly announced to him that if he 
were minded to become a Chevalier of the Order of 
the four Emperors, the king, like Barkis, “ was willing”; 
and the fees were only a beggarly thousand gulden, with 
honorarium for the gentlemanlike individual himself. 
The traveller was sick of titles, and he would not have 
thanked the man who would have offered to make him 
& prince by marrying him to that rich and redoubtable 
damsel, the Princess of Babylon. Accordingly, our 
traveller came [home titleless, a simple “ gentleman,” — 
which is not a disagreeable title, after ail; and he 
hung up his pictures in his family mansion, and every 
familiar friend who dined with him in turn eagerly 
ome out to him some particular picture was a coun- 
terfeit. 

“ The pictures, then, are like the princes,” said the 
owner, as he one day looked at them despondingly, “they 
are very numerous, look showy, and are worth little!” 
He sent them to an auction-room, where they sold for 
the value of the frames; and the vastly cunning pur- 
chasers, who had faith in nothing, save an assumed ‘one 
in the value and originality of the colours distributed on 
the canvas, resold them, with a volume of vouchers, for 
which no additional charge was made, to an amateur 
whose “blanks were all furnished,”—which was more 
than could be said of his skull. 

Well, victim has succeeded victim, and counterfeit to 
counterfeit, and despiite the law abroad and publicity 
here, counts and nights are made for a score pounds or 
so, in black parlours,—and there is scarcely a cvpital on 
the Continent famed for old 
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factory, and also a mart, where honours of various sorts 
are bought. and sold In Paris there is the briskest 
business of this sort. There, under the names of professors 
of blazonry, genealogists, chronologists. historiographers, 
and a dozen other names, the man who will pay ready 
money for it may have a biography of his own, d genea- 
logy with a complete choice of ancestry. titles of nobility, 
stars of any order, title-deeds aud parchments, the vene- 
rable and official look of which almost give warrant to 
the assertions laboriously engrossed upon them. With 
these dealers there is just enough mingling of truth with 
fraud to enable them, on occasion, to claim a certain 
respectability. Some of them have actually }'aid certain 
principul: of Germany and Italy for permission to retail 
these orders. They have livres dor with rolls of knights, 
and their siguatures are |legally attested, and there is 
such a remarkably splendid business-like look about it 
all, that the Sir Excelsoir Wouldbes are entirely taken 
in. Others, with less authority than this very question- 
able one, set up the same trade. It is said that the con- 
federates have an establishment in Lendon ; and it is 
only a few years ago that a Count Brown, Jones, or 
Robinson, appeared in public, whose title was traced to 
the bestower of it in a back parlour. 

Perhaps, of all cities in Europe, Munich ranks first 
for having, in modern times at least, produced the most 
able painters of counterfeit pictures. Some years ago, 
there was a famous, tippling, joyous, idle, hard-working, 
devout, blaspheming old fellow, young in his energies. 
whose hand was marvellously endowed with power of 
perfectly imitating the style, spirit, designs, and colour- 
ing of any artist known to fame. Did a travelling 
amateur want.a Raphael,—a dealer who was ambitious 
selling one had only to look for the old painter of other 
men’s pieces, in the tavern, and lead him to his easel, 
with instructions as to what was required. The tipsey 
limner would only ask if the style was to be that of 
Raphael before he disenthralled himsel from the rigidity 
of his old master, Perugino, or that of his brief, latter 
days. When he had heard the reply, he would promise 
to have the picture ready perhaps in a couple of hours, 
—so rapid, so cunning, so well prepared was he 
with all the requisites for producing an ancient picture. 
“Poor Raphael!” he would exclaim, but not in 
the exact spirit of the sign-painter who, deeming he 
had excelled Titian, compassionately sighed “ Poor Titi!” 
The fact was, that the Munich imitator turned out more 
“ Raphaels” in a couple of years than the great artist 
achieved during the sixteen years of his labour. His 
hand was equal to hold any painter’s brush, and to use 
it, too, with effect. His wand had no magic in it then, 
the spirits would not rise to his summoning; he was only 
great when his mind was dwelling upon, and his hand 
following his mind in executing recollections of, the 
style and beauties of other artists. The biographies of 
ancient painters allude to many contemporaneous bre- 
thren of the art whose only power lay in a superb im- 
itation of the great men whose works they could mul- 
tiply, while they were unable to achieve one of their 
own. ‘There was something of this in the Emperor 
Claudius, who could read with such feeling and empha- 
sis and beauty the written sentiments of other people, 
but who could not give tolerable utterance—could not 
even form a sentiment of his own.

ABORIGINES’ Protection Society.---A deputation 
from the Aborigines Protection Society had an inter- 
view with the Duke of Newcastle, at the Colonial-ofiice, 
on Thursday. The memorial which was read to his 
grace, commenced by referring to the importance, at the 
present time, of the question of the Hudson’s Bay Char- 
ter, and the future disposition of the vast territories of 
British North-West America. The government were 
urged to adopt measures to ascertain the validity of the 
Hudson’s Bay Charter to confer the rights of self-go- 
vernment upon the inhabitants of the Red River Settle- 
ment, and to recognise the rights of certain Indian 
tribes who had been deprived of their lands, without 
proper compensation, by the Hudson’s Bay Company. 
The memcrial then referred to the misgoverning existing 
in the colony of Scirra Leone. A number of persons 
who had memorialised the Colonial Minister against the 
acts of the local authorities had been brought up by the 
police, and examined in a private chamber. Allusion 
was also made to the case of Mr. Daily, who had been
